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Those  who  have  been  through  the  Brig- 
ham  Young  University  experience  know  the 
endless  and  diverse  paths  toward  Educa- 
tional, spiritual,  social,  and  physical  growth. 
Interests  among  students  vary  so  greatly 
that  it  is  difficult  to  capture  a  perfect  mixture 
of  representative  photographs  in  one  book. 

Past  yearbooks  have  shown  the  literal. 
People,  places,  dates,  and  narratives  bound 
the  book  within  a  specific  time  frame  and 
perspective.  This  year,  we  have  tried  to  give 
the  reader  a  visual  presentation  that  gives 
impressions  rather  than  a  photojoumalistic 
report.  It  is  intended  to  merely  prick  the 
reader's  memory  and  then  permit  him  to 
recall  his  journey  through  BYU  the  way  he 
experienced  it. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four  seasonal 
segments  which  contain  events  and  expe- 
riences in  their  natural  chronological  order. 
This  method  of  organization,  in  lieu  of  the 
usual  reference  book  style,  assures  a  natural 
continuity  in  subject  matter.  A  minimal 
amount  of  text  focusses  the  reader's  atten- 
tion to  the  carefully  selected  photographs 
and  enhances  their  impact.  The  storyline 
of  the  book  not  only  records  the  year  of 
1983-84,  but  represents  a  student's  growth 
from  Freshman  to  Senior,  inexperienced  to 
experienced,  youth  to  adult.  But  most  of  all, 
there  has  been  an  earnest  attempt  to  show 
the  eternal  and  mutual  impact  between  the 
student  and  Brigham  Young  University. 
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INTRODUCTION 

From  its  establishment  as  a  small  academy  in  the  nineteenth 
century  to  its  development  and  recognition  as  a  major  institution 
of  higher  learning,  Brigham  Young  University  has  seen  many 
changes  but  has  never  altered  either  its  basic  mission  or  its 
approach  to  learning.  Our  experiences  here  have  been  unique  to 
this  institution  and  have  differed  from  those  of  the  preceding 
generations  of  students.  Yet  there  is  a  core  of  meaning  and 
purpose  present  It  links  not  only  those  of  us  who  have  most 
recently  strolled  the  grounds  and  sat  in  the  classrooms  of  this 
campus,  but  all  those  who  ever  have  or  will  ever  do  so.  The 
experiences  relived  within  these  pages  may  reflect  the  particular 
time,  as  well  as  place  of  their  occurrence;  but  more  importantly, 
they  reflect  the  less  tangible,  and  for  the  moment,  less  discernible 
aspects  of  what  has  happened  in  our  lives  and  what  we  have  really 
gained  here.  Perhaps  only  in  the  years  to  come,  after  the  elapse  of 
time  provides  us  the  opportunity  to  see  this  period  of  our  lives  in  a 
more  complete  perspective,  shall  we  truly  understand  the  extent 
of  the  contribution  that  our  attendance  at  this  great  university  has 
actually  made  to  our  lives.

The  hot  blast  of  a  dry  and  withering  summer  is  often  associated 
with  the  carefree  ambience  of  vacation  and  other  such  leisurely 
pursuits.

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Although  they  were  at  first  vacant  and  sterile,  we  soon  transformed  our  surroundings 
into  something  that  held  for  us  the  comfort  of  familiarity. 
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Swift  too,  are  the  lessons  of  BYU — the  formation  of  the  term's  first  line  constituted,  in 
large  part,  a  university  rite  of  passage. 
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More  adjustments  followed — most  of  us  found  our  shoe  leather  to  be  unexpectedly 
worn  even  within  the  first  couple  of  weeks  of  school.

As  summer  wanes,  a  certain  chill  in  the  air  is  heralded  which

We  found  our  schedules  to  be  filled  with  assignments,  projects, 
and  activities.

The  fall  season  brought  the  October  conference  of 
the  Church,  which  exerted  its  profound  influence  in 
our  lives  and  over  the  atmosphere  of  the  campus.  As 
we  listened  to  counsel,  doctrine  and  wisdom  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Church,  uplifted  and  inspired  by  their 
messages,  the  voice  of  one  was  silent. 

President  Kimball  was  not  able  to  address  us, 
though  he  did  preside  over  two  of  the  sessions.  And 
so,  we  reflected  upon  his  messages  of  the  past — his 
exhortations  and  warnings— all  that  he  has  worked 
so  hard  for  so  long  to  teach  us.  And  we  remembered 
his  great  love  for  all. 
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This  year  marked  the  passing  of  two  great  leaders  of  the 
Church.  We  remember  President  N.  Eldon  Tanner  not  only  for  his 
dedication  as  first  counselor  in  the  First  Presidency,  but  also  for 
his  contribution  of  hard  work  and  integrity  within  both  the  public 
sector  and  the  business  world;  he  led  a  life  of  service.  With  all 
these  things  in  mind,  the  Tanner  Building,  housing  the  school  of 
business  administration,  was  recently  dedicated  in  his  honor. 

For  the  first  fourteen- stake  fireside  of  the  semester,  Elder  Mark 
E.  Petersen  addressed  the  question,  "Shall  the  Youth  of  Zion 
Falter?"  In  the  course  of  his  talk,  he  led  us  in  a  rendition  of  the 
hymn  Later  that  year,  we  also  heard  him  speak  during  the 
October  General  Conference.  We  shall  never  forget  his  warmth 
nor  his  firm  testimony  as  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ

1930,  involved  a  week-long  celebration  that  culminated  in  the 
victorious  game  played  Saturday.  Monday  saw  the  kick-off  of  the 
week's  activities  as  we  gathered  on  the  Administration  Building 
quad  to  participate  in  "D-Day"  as  1,000  pingpong  balls  were 
dropped  by  helicopter,  many  marked  for  prizes.  We  also  gathered 
for  such  events  as  Quad  Competition  (featuring  a  Cosmo  look- 
alike  contest),  the  music  and  dancing  of  the  Bonfire  Fiesta,  "Old 
Day  in  New  Mexico"  (with  its  jalapeno  pepper-eating  contest) 
and  the  annual  Homecoming  Parade.  Then  came  the  traditional 
pep  rally  on  the  checkerboard  quad,  for  which  were  assembled 
Coach  Edwards,  the  cheerleaders  and  the  band. 

Celebrations  continued  as  we  witnessed  the  Homecoming 
Spectacular  in  the  Marriott  Center,  but  of  course  the  real  climax 
came  when  B YU  defeated  New  Mexico  in  the  homecoming  game 
itself,  66-21.  Whether  we  participated  in  all  of  the  activities  or  just  a 
few,  the  excitement  of  the  week  was  felt  by  us  alL 
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Participating  in  a  long-time  campus  tradition,  we  watched  as  Sharlene  Wells  was 
crowned  Miss  Brigham  Young  University  in  a  ceremony  that  comprised  parts  of  the 

Homecoming  festivities. 
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We  were  dazzled  by  the  thousands  on  three  successive  nights  by  the  talent  exhibited  in 
the  annual  Homecoming  Spectacular. 
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The  Homecoming  Parade  offered  diverse  entertainment  and  fun  and  further 
opportunity  to  meet  others  and  to  be  involved 
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The  Homecoming  dances,  were,  as  always,  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  fall  social 

season. 
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Within  the  glow  that  ignited  the  sharp  air  of  the  night,  we  danced  and  cheered  with 
Cosmo  and  members  of  the  team  at  the  Bonfire  Fiesta.

Following  the  strenuous  pursuit  of  academic  excellence  in 
which  we  had  been  engaged  for  so  long,  not  to  mention  the 
flurry  of  other  activities  in  which  we  found  ourselves 
involved,  the  newly-extended  Christmas  break  came  as  a 
welcome  respite.  But,  at  the  end  of  three  weeks'  time,  we 
found  ourselves  ready  once  again  to  continue  the  lives  we 
had  begun  here. 

We  came  back  to  carry  on  friendships,  continue  our  ward 
callings  and  responsibilities,  see  to  our  club  and  athletic 
involvements  and,  of  course,  begin  the  work  awaiting  us  in  an 
entirely  new  slate  of  classes.  We  brought  with  us  many 
experiences  from  the  previous  semester  (a  time  that  seemed, 
in  retrospect,  to  have  passed  so  quickly).  There  were  some 
obvious  lessons— especially  regarding  study  habits  and  what 
had  worked  or,  more  often,  failed  to  work.  But  there  were 
many  subtler  influences  that  were  also  brought  to  bear— the 
love  and  example  of  friends  and  neighbors— an  insight 
gained  one  day  in  Gospel  Doctrine,  Relief  Society,  or  a 
priesthood  meeting— the  advice  or  lecture  of  a  professor  that 
gave  new  direction  or  offered  a  fresh  perspective  on  an  old 
problem.  Our  courses  when  approached  with  the 
intent  to  integrate  and  infuse  as  well  as  master  examination 
material  provided  us  with  new  worlds  to  explore  and  new 
meanings  to  apply.  All  of  this  and  more,  though  not 
necessarily  with  full  consciousness,  we  brought  with  us  as  we 
embarked  upon  the  work  of  the  new  semester— the  new 
chapter  in  our  range  of  experiences  at  BYU. 
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We  shrank  not  from  facing  the  moment  of  truth  but  boldy  stepped  forward  to 
reap  that  which  we  had  sown  the  previous  semester. 
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What  we  found  was  sufficient  to  motivate  most  of  us  to  abandon  fun  in  favor  of 
exercizing  increased  diligence  in  the  semester  commencing  before  us. 
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Of  course,  some  among  us  continued  to  enjoy  some  of  life's  more 
pleasurable  pursuits... 
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.while  others  of  us  listened  to  the  soothing  music  of  John  Denver  during  his  concert 

at  the  Marriott  Center. 
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Just  as  football  pervaded  our  consciousness  during  the 
previous  semester,  basketball  became  a  dominating  influence 
on  our  thoughts  and  activities  during  the  ensuing  weeks  of 
the  winter  semester — the  subject  of  many  a  dinner- table 
conversation.  There  was  much  to  discuss.  The  season  had  its 
share  of  exhilarating  victories  as  the  Cougars  displayed 
remarkable  talent  and  skill — particularly  at  home  games 
before  packed  houses  of  wildly  enthusiastic  fans.  It  was  also  a 
season  of  disappointed  hopes,  as  we  sometimes  saw  our 
efforts  thwarted,  especially  on  the  road,  and  lost  the  bid  for 
tournament  play.  But  such  games  as  the  home  wins  over 
Notre  Dame  and  UTEP  will  not  soon  be  forgotten,  neither  the 
performances  of  individual  team  members  throughout  the 
year. 

Aside  from  their  prowess  on  the  court,  we  shall  also 
remember  Coach  Anderson  and  his  team  for  the  principles 
they  uphold,  on  the  court  and  off.  Ladell  Anderson  is  well 
known  for  his  advocacy  of  sportsmanlike  conduct  and  the 
development  of  good  character.  And  members  of  the  team 
have  also  been  known  to  speak  and  act  upon  deeply-held 
principles,  as  when  Devin  Durrant  addressed  the  priesthood 
session  of  General  Conference  in  April  on  the  importance  of 
serving  a  Church  mission. 
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We  witnessed  heart-breaking  moments,  as  when  Chris  Nikchevich  severely 
sprained  his  ankle  after  a  valiant  scoring  attempt. 
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The  entire  season  was  encapsulated  in  such  moments  as  this,  when  we  struggled 

against  the  mounted  odds. 
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The  songleaders  worked  to  fill  the  Marriott  Center  with  the  support  needed  to 
urge  the  Cougars  on  to  victory. 
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The  mainstay  of  support  was,  of  course,  the  fans  themselves — those  of  us  who 
faithfully  attended  with  the  intent  of  raising  the  roof. 
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But  as  spring  approached,  the  basketball  season  ended,  heralding  the  return  of 
Abner  Doubleday's  national  pastime. 
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We  often  heard  the  crack  of  ball  and  bat  as  we  gathered  in  the  open  air  to 
participate  in  this  rite  of  spring. 
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Other  favorite  activities,  to  which  we  gathered  in  droves,  included  the  Wilkinson 

Center  dances. 
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But  on  occasion  of  the  Festival  of  the  Arts  Ball,  we  had  the  opportunity  to  dance 
in  an  atmosphere  of  culture  and  refinement,  the  highlight  of  the  winter 

social  season. 
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Under  the  leadership  of  Greg  Fullmer  and  Kyle  Walkenhorst, 
changes  were  enacted  in  that  organization  once  commonly 
known  as  ASBYU—  symbolic  of  the  changes,  the  student 
government  itself  took  on  a  new  title  emphasizing  the  role  its 
new  leaders  had  hoped  it  would  play— the  "Associated  Students" 
of  BYU.  Joined  by  fellow  members  of  the  executive 
council,  Greg  and  Kyle  implemented  the  rap  session  program 
to  assess  student  concerns  and  carry  out  solutions  to  problems. 

The  Associated  Students  organization  was  responsible  for 
many  of  the  regular  programs  offered  by  the  University  that  are 
of  benefit  to  students,  including  Wilkinson  Center  dances, 
Friday  Night  Live,  guest  lecturers  and  forum  guests,  and  the 
judicial  system  (such  as  Traffic  Court)  of  the  University.  They 
also  organized  such  programs  as  Adopt  a  Grandparent,  Big 
Brother/Big  Sister  and  the  Sub  for  Santa  campaign. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  program  was  to  involve  as 
many  of  us  as  possible.  We  were  reminded  often  that  we  are  the 
"Associated  Students"  to  which  the  initials  ASBYU  have 
reference. 
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The  Associated  Students  conducted  intensive  leadership  training  for  the  officers 
aides  and  volunteers  who  were  to  fill  slots  during  the  coming  academic  year.  ' 
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Greg  Fullmer  and  Kyle  Walkenhorst  led  the  way  as  the  president  and  executive 
vice  president  of  the  Associated  Students  of  Brigham  Young  University. 
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Serving  with  Greg  and  Kyle  were  the  other  ten  members  of  the  Executive 
Council,  each  presiding  over  a  specific  area  of  student  governmental  concern. 
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In  addition  to  the  elected  oficers,  many  volunteers,  including  reppers,  served 
faithfully  and  well  in  the  quest  to  "Make  a  Difference."

But  as  the  end  of  the  semester  approached,  the  time  came  for  us  to  turn  our 

attention  to  the  new  candidates  vying  for  the  positions  held  by  these  officers 

through  the  preceding  year. 
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SPRING 

Commencing  with  the  rise  of  the  level  of  Utah  Lake  and  the 
rush  of  torrents  from  the  mountains  surrounding  us  was  the 
next  phase  of  the  academic  year  at  BYU — the  spring  term. 
Spring  comes  slowly  to  such  northerly  locales  as  Provo,  Utah, 
but  even  before  the  close  of  Winter  finals  students  could  be 
seen,  frisbees  and  suntan  oil  at  hand,  to  be  engaging  in  a  mild 
form  of  sun-worship  following  the  wet  and  chill  of  the 
preceding  months.

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The  schoolwork  in  which  we  had  been  so  thoroughly 
immersed  for  so  long  had  given  us  many  a  moment  of 
anxious  concern  over  the  course  of  the  years  we  had  spent 
here.  The  workload  could  seem  excruciatingly  heavy 
as  a  full  load  of  courses  made  its  many  conflicting  demands 
upon  us.  The  pressure  of  finals  was  never  terribly  far 
removed  as  the  terms  and  semesters  progressed. 

But  always,  we  continued — the  pressure  and  anxiety  were 
never  so  great  that  we  seriously  contemplated  putting  an 
end  to  the  entire  process.  We  were  engaged  in  building 
something  very  central  and  important  to  ourselves. 
Our  coursework  had  brought  us  new  skills  and  insights, 
helped  us  to  advance  our  lifetime  goals,  and  had  ultimately 
changed  our  lives.

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And  so,  the  time  came  to  leave  the  familiar  behind,  as  we  had  done  once  before 
so  long  ago  when  we  first  left  home  to  attend  Brigham  Young  University. 
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We  came  to  Brigham  Young  University  with  the  goal  of 
graduating  in  some  academic  or  artistic  discipline,  but  our 
experiences  here  encompassed  a  much  broader  range  of 
concern.  In  the  years  that  followed,  we  had  the  opportunity  to 
learn  through  a  variety  of  sources — our  friends,  fellow  ward 
members,  classmates,  and  professors.

Although  the  time  has  come,  in  one  sense,  to  say  good-bye 
to  BYU,  in  another  sense  we  shall  never  say  good-bye  to  all 
that  we  are  able  to  bring  with  us  as  we  leave  and  embark 
upon  the  next  phase  of  our  lives.

Nothing  can  alter  this,  though 
the  beginnings  we  are  now  pursuing  will  take  us  into  widely 
divergent  directions. 
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A  Message  From  The  President

When  the  final  test  of  your  education  comes  "somewhere 
ages  and  ages  hence"  as  Robert  Frost  might  say,  it  will  not  be 
the  grades  you  received  or  the  particular  configuration  of 
your  courses  or  the  length  of  time  it  took  you  to  complete 
them  or  the  jobs  they  may  have  helped  you  obtain.  What 
your  education  will  have  meant  will  be  reflected  in  the 
hunger  and  respect  and  honor  you  show  for  the  truth  and 
what  personal  virtues  that  truth  has  helped  you  acquire  and 
demonstrate  and  share.
